Malenkov, new dictator of Russia, is Erie 
Johnston, head of the motion picture in­ 
dustry. Visiting in Moscow 
in 
1944

president bf the U. S. Cham ber of Com ­ 
merce, Johnston sat beside Malenkov at a 
luncheon given in his honor by the Soviet 
council of trade. 
Johnston found the new dictator a man 
with a handshake like a sponge, who dis­ 
liked the west, and sat through the entire 
meal almost without saying a word. Mal­ 
enkov has never been out of the Soviet 
Union, is half-Russian, half-T artar, 
had 
almost no association with non-C om m un- 
iat foreigners. 
Note—Most notable event at the lunch­ 
eon was a drinking bout between the U. 
S. military attache, Major General 
John 
R. Deane, and a Russian 
general. 
Deane 
managed to drink the Russian under the 
table, and the last thing Johnston saw of 
him was two Russians dragging him out 
of the room feet first, his head bumping 
on the floor. 
STALIN DECIDED EVERYTHING 
How other members of 
the 
politburo 
depended on Stalin for decisions came out 
during a unique conference between Jo h n ­ 
ston and Stalin. At first Stalin sat glow er­ 
ing behind his desk, doodling with a pen­ 
cil and answering questions in 
monosyl­ 
lables. Obviously he wa* not happy at be­ 
ing interviewed. One of his doodles looked 
like a woman doing contortions, and seeing 
it, Johnston asked: 
“ What is that you Hie drawing, G eneral­ 
issimo? 
M i . s k America in distress?" 
“No, w hy?” 
“ Because I in in distress myself,'’ Jo h n ­ 
s o n replied. “ I was invited here 
as 
the 
guest of your government, yet I find my- 
-eli being treated a- an intruder.” 
Stalin put his pencil down, glowered at 
hi* American visitor, then finally said: 
“No, Mr. Johnston, I’m a rude old mail. 
There was a tune when I was 
pleasant. 
But I now have the problems of the So­ 
viet army, of Soviet production, of 
the 
Soviet uir force all on my shoulder*. 
“ Molotov can afford to be pleasant,’’ he 
continued, pointing to the foreign minister. 
He doesn't 
have 
to 
make 
decisions. 
I 
make them for him.*’ 
After this, Stalin became 
relaxed 
and 
pleasant, answered all of Johnston’* ques­ 
tions, He showed an amazing 
knowledge 
of Industrial production of 
other 
coun­ 
tries. and when Johnston asked what Rus­ 
sia intended to do with its new steel out­ 
put after the war. he replied: 
“ Make automobiles. We 
have 
a 
long 
way to go. You made 5,000,000 a year be­ 
fore tile WSI, whereas we made only 350,- 
000.'' 
“ We made only 4,000,000 a year," Jo h n ­ 
ston corrected. 
“ No, you made 3,000,000,’’ Stalin insist­ 
ed 
“ I'm a bu.-messman and I should know,’’ 
said Johnston “The figuie is 4,000,000 " 
"Have it your own way," replied Stalin, 
"but the figure is 5,000,000" 
Later Johnston looked up the
